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2 1 . The method for assaying a specific component in a lipoprotein fraction according 
to claim 15, further comprising a step for adding cholesterol oxidase or cholesterol 
dehydrogenase to digest free cholesterol. 

22. The method for assaying a specific component in a lipoprotein fraction according 
to claim 16, further comprising a step for adding cholesterol oxidase or cholesterol 
dehydrogenase to digest free cholesterol. 

23. The method for assaying a specific component in a lipoprotein fraction according 
to claim 17, further comprising a step for adding cholesterol oxidase or cholesterol 
dehydrogenase to digest free cholesterol. 

24. The method for assaying a specific component in a lipoprotein fraction according 
to claim 18, further comprising a step for adding cholesterol oxidase or cholesterol 
dehydrogenase to digest free cholesterol. 

25. The method for assaying a specific component in a lipoprotein fraction according 
to claim 19, further comprising a step for adding cholesterol oxidase or cholesterol 
dehydrogenase to digest free cholesterol. 

26. The method for assaying a specific component in a lipoprotein fraction according 
to claim 1, wherein pH of the reaction solution is selected from within a range where the 
lipoprotein does not form aggregates nor make turbidity of the reaction solution and in view of an 
optimum pH of an enzyme used in the enzymatic reaction of the component in the lipoprotein. ~
